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THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


From May 1st, 1867, to May 7st, 7868. 


In accordance wish the direction of the last General Assembly, 
the COMMITTEE ON FREEDMEN have continued for “another year- 
the effort to plant the church, with its educational and gospel 

1 privileges, among the people committed to their care. While a 
review of their efforts with an examination of the results, affords 
ground for unfeigned sorrow that so little has been done in view 
of the condition of the perishing millions for whom they labor, 
they would render thanks unto God for the manifest tokens of 
his favor, and for the establishment in any measure, of „the work 
of ‘their’ hands upon them.” 

The officers and Hxecutive Committee of last year were re- 
elected, and served with faithfulness, and without a division in 
counsels throughout the year. The Executive Committee has 
met statedly once in two weeks, and with the Secretary has kept 
a constant and direct oversight of all parts of the work, push- 
ing it forward with energy, and enlarging it as rapidly as the 
Church afforded the means. 

On the third day of February, 1868, the e of the 
Committee, ALEXANDER CAMERON, was called to his rest, in the 
fifty-third year of his age. He was a good man —“ one who feared 
God and wrought righteousness.” For thirty-four years he was 
a member, without reproach, of the First Church of Allegheny, 
and for twenty years he was an acceptable Ruling Elder of the 
same. At the organization of the Committee he was elected 
Treasurer, and although suffering through a gradual decline in 
health, he devoted his efforts with great earnestness to the work 
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until almost the close of life. Strong in faith, with tender sympathy 
for God's poor people, and clear in judgment, he greatly aided 
the Executive Committee in their perplexing trust. When called a5 
to his reward he left the church a precious legacy in his prayers | 
and pious example. 


Davip Rosinson, Esd., a member of the Com ittee, and a 
Ruling Elder in the First Church of Pittsburgh, was elected 
Treasurer at the death of Mr. Cameron, and served to the close 
of the ecclesiastical year, without salary. 
The three-fold work of raising funds, enlisting and sending 
missionaries to the field, and of establishing and directing the work 
of the missions, has been prosecuted upon the same general plan 
as last year, which was endorsed by the Assembly.

While the Committee have required a Monthly | 
all Teachers, according to blanks furnished, and a Quarterly 
Report of the same kind from all Ministers in commission, and 
_ have paid no salary except for services rendered, they have 
permitted the Presbyteries of Catawba and Atlantic to determine 
the organization of Churches, the location of Schools, and the 
building of houses of worship within their own bounds; also to 
appoint and direct the labors of their Ministers and Catechists. | 
In accordance with the authority given by the last Assembly, 
in its action requesting the Boards of the Church “to co-operate 
with it (the Committee), in their several departments, in such a 
manner as may seem best fitted to promote its ends, application 
was made to the Board of Education, through the Presbytery of „ 
Catawba, for the support of six candidates for the ministry, while 
pursuing their studies in Biddle Memorial Institute. Also by the 
Committee direct, to the Boards of Church Extension, Publication 
and Domestic Missions, for assistance in building houses of 
worship, supplying books and papers for Sabbath Schools and in 
supporting ministers. All of these Boards made appropriations 
which added greatly to the efficiency of the work. The Board of 
Church Extension, under the agreement reported to the last 
Assembly, has efficiently aided TWExrr-sRV RN cbngregations, under 
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5 some degree, have become necessary In the control of the 
missions, to accord with the authority and proper functions of 
: Presbyteries, which have been organized as the outgrowth of the 
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charge of the Committee, in building their houses of worship. 
TWENTY-THREE of these are how completed free of debt or 
encumbrance, and are occupied by happy and growing congre- 
gations. The money appropriated by the Board has been chiefly 
used to aid in paying for lots and for furnishing materials for 
building, while the people have done the work, and the esti- 
mated value of the property secured is more than double the out- 
lay of funds. These houses, ranging in cost from $150 to $5000, 
are secured to the particular congregations under the control of 
the General Assembly. The Committee desire to recognize with 
gratitude the courtesy of this Board, and the interest constantly 
manifested by them and their energetic Secretary, in the work 
among the houseless congregations of Freedmen. 

The Board of Publication made grants of books and Sabbath 
School papers, to a large number of the missions and schools. 
They have generously responded to every request made by the 


Committee. 


The Board of Domestic Missions in October agreed to renew 
the commissions of fourteen of the ministers they had assisted to 
support during last year, at $450 each, this being a reduction of 
twenty-five per cent. on all commissions. This Board has paid to 
the missionaries thus commissioned THousaAND 


-Hunprep DolLLARS ($7,800.00) within the year. These mis- 


sionaries have reported to the Board, as well as the Committee, 
in accordance with the rules of that Board, and are — by 


the Board as its own missionaries. 


Government transportation for the teachers has been obtained 1 
from the Freedmen's Bureau, and also aid in building, routing 


and furnishing school-rooms. 
On the 1st of May, 1867, there remained in the treasury a 


balance from the contributions of last year, of $2,549.82; barely 


enough to meet the demands for the salaries of missionaries at the 
end of that month. With this balance and the hope of help from 
the sources indicated, the Committee entered upon the work of 
the year. They commissioned Ministers, Teachers and Catechists, 

as the way was made clear, with faith in the Lord, and his people, 
that a support would be provided for all whom Jesus called to this 


self-denying labor. While no month has passed, without leav- 


ing the Conamnittee with an empty treasury ; and twice during 
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the year the treasury was largely overdrawn, yet the Committee 
would report that no missionary has either had his salary dimin- 
ished, or been compelled to wait a week after it was due. 


The work has been sustained with unremitting effort through- . 


out the year, in its three departments, each of these — 
requiring constant attention.

II. OF MISssIONARIES AND TEACHERS. 


The Committee have had in commission and in the field, since 
the last report, ONE HUNDRED AND Srxrr-FryR MISSIQNARIES, 
who have performed up to May Ist, 1868, nine hundred and 
seventy-five months or eighty one years and eight months’ service, 

at a cost to the church of $20,181.45, or an average salary of 8250. 


A list of these laborers is appended to this report, with a state- 
ment of their fields of labor. — |

Such is a summary of the 8 attained by the Committee, in 
the work among the Freedmen, during the past year, — the ostensi- 
ble and tangible fruits of the year's planting. But the Committee 
are persuaded that no table of statistics, however carefully pre- 
pared, can measure the good that has been done. The good se 
bas been sown where not even the blade has yet appeared, and 
where, in God's good time, the full corn in the ear, will bring the 
reward to the sower. These results reach deep down, to the foun- 
dations of society, and they will tell to an unknown degree on the 
future, but they cannot be fully known here. Souls have been 
led to Jesus that knew Him not, and sinners lost in 35 have 
through grace, obtained hope of life. 

A comparative statement of the results of the three years’ op- 
erations of the Committee to benefit the Freedmen, may aid the 
Assembly in their judgment of the plans which have been followed, 
as well as cast light on the path of duty for the future. 

Under the operations of the two Committees appointed by the 
Assembly of 1864, about eleven thousand dollars were collected, 
and seven thousand expended. May, 1865, this Committee was 
established, and the a amounts have been collected for the 
work, viz:

I. or Funps. 


This statement of results rend the fact, that the advance in 
contributions has been in no degree proportionate to the enlarge- 
ment, and success of the work, and the Church ought to be star- 
tled with the evidence, that the deficiency increases with an alarm- 
ing ratio. While the annual contributions to the cause have in- 
creased from $21,100.03 to $28,354.88, and the number of con- 


tributing churches from 528 to . the increase of expenditures, 
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arising solely from the success of the missions, and the consequent 
enlargement of the work, has been from $24,316.55 to $63,959.62. 

The Committee during the present year have expended $29, ° 

347.97 more than the outlay of last year, and this increase was 
made necessary, in order to secure permanence in the churches and 
schools established. It has been such as ought to be expected in 
a successful mission. It is the answer of God to the prayer of His 
Church, Let Thy Kingdom come.“ 
The failure of the churches to meet this increasing demand of 
successful work, among the Freedmen, has been a constant source 
of perplexity to the Committee. At the end of every month they 
have been called to face an empty treasury, in the presence of per- 
ishing millions. From the beginning of their work they have 
added no laborer to the field whose salary was already secured. 

At the time of the last Report, there remained in the Treasury 
barely enough to pay the salaries due at the end of May, and with 
the special demands, made by the necessities of the other depart- 
ments of the work of the Church, there seemed little hope of being 
able to sustain the missionaries already in the field. The schools 
might be suspended for a time; but the churches organized, and the 
congregations ready for organization, and the houses of worship be- 
gun, could not be neglected without disaster, or abandoned without 
dishonor. Hence unremitting efforts were made, by correspondence, 
by publication of appeals, and by personal visitation of pastors and 
churches, to secure sufficient collections to retain the missionaries . 
in the field during the summer. In this work the Secretary was 
assisted, by the volunteer services of two of the missionaries, who 
were members of the last Assembly. The Rey. Eben. Blachly, of 
Kansas, and the Rev. W. L. Miller, of North Carolina, spent two 
months each, in successful labors among the Western churches. The 
seed sown by their hands is still yielding a harvest. 

An arrangement was made with the Secretaries, to have the 
cause of missions among the Freedmen, presented with that of 
the Boards at the meeting of the Synods; and thus tle work 
was placed in its position, with all the other departments of the As- 
sembly’s missions. And, with the blessing of God upon these ef- 
forts, the work has gone steadily forward, in every department. 

When the difficulties under which the Committee has labored 
from the beginning in raising funds, are considered candidly, the 
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success which has attended their efforts, is far greater than could 
have been anticipated. Some of these difficulties the Committee 
would bring before the Assembly, with their earnest petition that 
- possible efforts may be made to i them. 


1. The position which this work is made to hold in the scheme of 
the Church’s operations, is manifested in the fact, that no separate 
column in the annual statistics of the Church, in the Assembly's 
Minutes, is allowed. While the cause is fully endorsed, and ear- 
nestly commended each year, the Assembly requires all donations 


to the Committee, to be credited to the Domestic Board; and hence 


the churches cannot receive due credit, for what they do for the 
Freedmen. Thus the Assembly’s Committee is, virtually, placed 


before the Church as an outside agency, or a voluntary association, 


and sent forth to glean after the appointed reapers. 

2. The time, appointed by the Assembly, for an annual collec- 
tion for this work, viz, on the first Sabbath of October, is shown by ex- 


perience, to be both inopportune and unfortunate. It occurs just 


at the time when our congregations are, more or less, excited and 


influenced, by the political issues in which the Freedmen are con- 


stantly involved. Hence the cause is met by prejudices, natural 
and unavoidable, which close the hearts of many against it. Many 
pastors, prayerfully anxious to help on the good work, thus find 
their hands tied, and are prevented from asking for a collection. 
This difficulty is specially felt in the country churches, while in 
the cities, the collection occurs at atime when a large body of our 
most liberal people are absent 23 their homes. | 


3. A third difficulty i is found in the fact, that many pastors are 
persuaded that the existence, and operations of the Committee tend 
to create, and keep alive, heart-burnings and an uncharitable spirit, 
between Northern and Southern Christians, and the Committee is, 
either thoughtlessly or designedly, identified with the Freedmen’s 
Bureau. Nothing can be more unjust to the work, or to the spirit 
and intentions with which it has been conducted, as an examina- 
tion of the facts will abundantly show. Pastors, assuming that in 
order to a successful mission, men must be employed who are fa- 
miliar with the habits, and character of the people, and that South- 
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ern Christians alone have these qualifications ; refuse to sustain the 
Committee, without examination of the character of the work done, 
or of the men who are in the field. Of the twenty-six Ministers in 
the field on the Ist of May, fourteen are either natives of the South 
or have spent by far the larger part of their ministry, among the 
Southern people. The Committee have no more connection with the 
Government in the prosecution of their, work than the Board of 
Foreign Missions has in its labor among the Indians. 7 


4. The position of the Committee as a temporary agency, is a 
great hindrance to success in the work, and to a proper increase 
of the funds. The impression seems to be general, as each Assem- 

bly meets, that the Committee will be dissolved, and hence Church 

Sessions do not put the cause upon their schedule of permanent 

collections, and the same work of solicitation is to be done every 

‘year, and the footsteps of the Assembly’s servants are nothing more 

7 than tracks in the sand. An effort ought to be made at once to 
place these four millions of helpless, perishing people before the 

Church as a permanent object of Christian effort, and so end the 

conviction, that the Committee on Freedmen is set to wateh a dying 

experiment. | 


Te the present peculiar posture of that people, and of the mis- 
gions established among them, if the Committee had double the 
funds at their command, they could accomplish, with the blessing 
of God, four times the amount of work. This will be apparent from 
an examination of the roll of Churches, and Missicnaries appended 
to this report. There is not a single mission, that is not being worked 
at great disadvantage, the harvest is so “ great and the 
laborers” 80 few." 


II. Or Lasorers. 


The character, and qualifications of Missionaries to be employed, 
must be determined by the peculiarity of the field, and the nature 
of the work to be done. The work the Committee have attempted 

to do falls into three general divisions. 
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missionaries is not complete without that of the others. 


1. The gathering of congregations, and the organization and es- 


tablishment of regular churches. This includes the whole work of 


securing lots, building houses of — and geen — 
Gospel ordinances. 


2. Parochial . both day aii night, where all classes may 


. receive the rudiments of an education. A congregation, none of 


whose members are able to read the Bible, need something more 
than the regular church ordinances, and preaching of the Gospel. 
The “great commission must be interpreted literally, by every

3. The n = 3 of 3 for all departments 
of the work, from among the people themselves. The aim hasbeen 


from the beginning, to so establish and purify society among the 


Freedmen, that they can speedily have charge of the whole work 
for themselves. Hence the appointment of all Missionaries has 
been made with reference to these three departments. In the 
present condition of the people, the Minister, the Teacher and the 
Catechist, must labor together in the same general field, and these 
departments so overlap each other, that the work of one class of 


Ministers have the care of from three to eight churches, 
preaching statedly, and administering the Sacraments to them. 
They also superintend the schools, teaching in the same as oppor- 
tunity offers, and in addition, give — instruction to Catechists 
under their care. : 

TracHERs labor five days in the week, six . a day, and gen- 
erally they have night schools, three nights of the week, from 


geven to nine o'clock. One day of the week is usually spent in 


visiting the people, and in teaching them to order their house- 
holds. They hold prayer meetings, teach Sabbath schools, and 


assist Catechists in the conduct of Sabbath services in the absence 


of the Minister. 7 | 
CATECHISTS are associated with the W as assistants in 


4 Visitation, in gathering congregations, and the maintenance of pub- 


lic worship. They superintend Sabbath schools, and in many cases 
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teach on Saturday. They are chiefly candidates for the Ministry, 
and spend a part of each week in study, under tuition of the 
Teacher or Minister. — 

No difficulty has been found in enlisting either 8 or 
Catechists. Female Teachers, with the true spirit of missions, 
are to be found in all parts of the Church, who are ready to enter 
the work, and bear all its trials and reproaches, upon the promise 
of a bare support. And the Committee would renew their testi- 

mony to the singular fidelity, and moral heroism with which these 
Female Teachers have performed their work. Without society or 
. sympathy, they have toiled on, seeking to lay the foundations of a 
| Christian society, and to teach the ignorant “all things whatso- 
ever, Jesus has commanded. Their work will follow them 
when they rest from their labors; for their recompense is with 
Him, who was the friend of Martha and Mary. | | 

Ministers endowed with the peculiar spirit, and qualifications, 

necessary to success in this field, are more difficult to find. The 

Committee would however record the fact, with devout gratitude, 
that men well adapted to the work have been led to enter upon it, 
—all, indeed, that the Church has enabled the Committee to sup- 
port—and they have exhibited a degree of faith, wisdom, and 
godly zeal, in the midst of reproach, danger, and trial, which ought 
to make their names precious to the Church. The roll of churches | 
and communicants, with the houses of worship completed, and the 
permanent institutions planted, are the witnesses of their faithful- 
ness and untiring patience. These Missionaries are rapidly re- 
ducing their work to Presbyterial order, and are using the order 
and discipline of the Church, to purify and elevate Christian soci- 
ety among the Freedmen. Three Presbyteries, with their fifty 
odd churches, organized within two years, all of whose Ministers 
are sustained by the Committee, now ask for the sympathy and 
supervision of the General 3 


1. Tun PRRSBTTERT or CaATAWRA.— This Presbytery, which 
was recognized, and enrolled by the last Assembly, and placed 
under the Synod of Baltimore, was, upon their own petition, at the 

last meeting of that Synod, divided, by a line running southwest 
from Weldon, in North Carolina, through Columbia, ‘South Caro- 
Fiver; 


lina, and Augusta, 2 to the mouth of the Savann 
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thus leaving in Catawba Presbytery, all the churches and mis- 
sions established in North Carolina, except those at Wilmington, 
and Fayetteville. 


— 


2. Tux PRESsBYTERY or ATLANTIC.—By this action of the 
Synod of Baltimore, the Presbytery of Atlantic was formed; to in- 
clude all the Ministers laboring south of the line of division. This 
Presbytery was organized according to the order of Synod, on the 
Ist day of January, 1868. It consisted of six Ministers, with three 
Licentiates under its care, and enrolled, at the time of the organi- 
zation, eleven churches. Of the Ministers two were white men; 
four, with the three Licentiates, were of the African race. This 
Presbytery now consists of eight Ministers, with one Licentiate 
and thirteen churches. They have appointed the Rev. William T. 
Carr, late of the Presbytery of Baltimore, and a graduate of the 
Western Theological Seminary, their Commissioner to the General 
Assembly, and they oak, to be enrolled as a Presbytery regularly 
organized. | 


3. THE PRESBYTERY oF Knox.—In November of 1867 an ap- 

plication was received by the Committee, from four Ministers in 
the State of Georgia, to be aided in their work among the Freed- 
men. They stated that three of them had been ordained to the 
full work of the Gospel Ministry, among their own people, by 
the Presbytery of Hopewell. With their application for aid was a 
memorial, which they requested the Committee to present to the 
General Assembly, praying to be taken under the care of the 
Assembly, as The Presbytery of Knox, in the State of Geor- 
gia. This Presbytery seems to have been organized as an 
independent one, by the three colored-men, who had received ordi- 
nation at the hands of the Hopewell Presbytery, and they had or- 
dained a fourth man, and have one Licentiate and eight regularly 
organized churches under their are. 

The Committee, after a full investigation, made by a Missionary 85 
sent, at their own request, to visit them, granted commissions to 
all these brethren, and appointed a Minister, who kindly volun- 
teered to bear his own expenses, to superintend the organization 
of their work. } 

All the papers in this caso in the possession of the Committee, 
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are laid before the Assembly, with the request of these brethren, 
that if their action shall be found consistent, they shall be recog- 
nized and enrolled as the Knox Presbytery, in Georgia. They 
0 are all colored men, and with one exception, have the Presbyterial 
endorsement of the Southern Church. The field occupied by this 
Presbytery is very large, and one of the most promising for the 
establishment of an African Presbyterian Church, that has yet 
come under the inspection of the Committee. It includes the field 
of the successful labors of the late Dr. C. C. Jones, of precinus 
memory. | 
If this Presbytery is recognized by the Assembly, the opportu- 
nity will be afforded, at once, for the organization of a Synod, for 
which both the Presbyteries of Catawba and Atlantic have peti- 
tioned. The Committee would respectfully and earnestly ask the 
attention of the Assembly to this petition for the erection of a 
Synod, under the conviction that it will tend greatly to develop, 
and establish, the missions among the Freedmen. A practical and 
energetic Synodical review and control is greatly needed, and is 
greatly desired, both by the missionaries and the churches. 


III. THe MISSIONS AND THE FIELD. 


1. The field of operations among the Freedmen is divided into 

„ MISSTONS, as indicated in the tabular statement of the work 
appended to this Report. Ministers are appointed as Superin- 
tendents of these missions, with a general oversight of all parts of 
the work, in their immediate field, while the. Committee retains a 
direct ultimate control, of each missionary under commission, 
whether Teacher, or Catechist. This control is modified, with re- 
gard to Ministers, in subordination to the regular authority of 
Presbytery. Of these missions there are now twenty-two which 
seem to be permanent and constantly enlarging. But few new 
fields have been entered by the missionaries in the last year, sim- 
ply for lack of the means to support the laborers necessary to suc- 

_ cessful work. The enlargement and success of the work has been 
chiefly from the centres established last year. There are thou- 
sands of Presbyterian freed people, wandering as sheep without a 

_ shepherd, that the Committee have not been able to reach, either 
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with the school, or Gospel ordinances.- ‘Whole communities of them 
are seeking other folds, after waiting three years in the hope that 
the Churen would come to their help. 
| 
Wherever the me" has been properly begun, the organization of 
one church gives rise to other organizations, in the same region, 
and the congregations increase rapidly, and almost without excep- 
tion, manifestly improve the whole life, and habits of the people. 
The results of the year’s work, when compared with those of 
last year, give decided grounds for encouragement. They show a 
healthy growth, and distinct advance, in every department, as 
well as stamp the work with the promise of permanence. Eleven 
more stations have been occupied with schools, and the attendance 
of pupils is much more steady and uniform. Nineteen more Sabbath 
schools have been established, and 1300 children gathered for Sab- 
bath instruction. Twenty-three churches have been planted during 
the year, and more than two thousand souls added to the communion. 
Twelve hundred of the people have received baptism at the hands 
of the missionaries, and the cases of discipline, do not average one 
to a church. 
But the most cheering advance seems to have been made, in the 
work of building houses of worship. All the houses begun at the 
time of the last Report were speedily completed, and fourteen be- 
sides have been built entire. The lots upon which these buildings 
stand have been secured by sufficient titles, and some of the con- 
gregations have built manses, or teachers’ houses, upon their 
church lots. Wherever a house of worship has been completed, 
the work goes on with a new interest. The better class of the 
people gather about the church, under the conviction that it gives 
them promise of permanent blessing, and improvement. The mis- 
sionaries are persuaded that no work will prove so great a bless- 
ing to these afflicted and degraded people, in their present con- 
dition, as this of putting them in possession of church buildings, 
which they can call their own. The great body of them are home- 
less, and in the prostration of business, and exhaustion of the re- 
sources of the great body of landholders, there is a constant 
temptation to wander about the country, in search of homes, and 
employment. But with a church built, and school established, the 
people make every possible effort * settle, and obtain homes where 
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their families may enjoy the advantages that the school and 
church afford. Communities thus spring up, gathered by the 
power of the Sanctuary. In this way much has been done towards 


laying the foundations of Christian society among them. 


2. The progress made in the schools has been encouraging almost 


2 without exception, and in some of them, pupils have advanced with 
remarkable rapidity. This is evinced by the fact that the Committee 


now have in commission, as teachers of self-sustaining schools, girls 
whose whole education has been received under tuition of our 
teachers within two years. Many of the teachers have attempted 
to carry on industrial schools for the women, teaching them to pro- 
vide garments for their households, and they have been quite suc- 
cessful, as far as they have been able to procure material for 
working. The missionaries give an almost uniform testimony, as 
to the marked improvement in the habits and homes of the people, 
where the school and church have been planted. The trans- 
formation in those who have been chosen elders of the people, is 
not only apparent, but forms one of the most marked features in 
the conduct of the work in the Session and Presbytery. The great 
body of these men evidently regard their call to bear rule in the 
Church as from God, and they seek to fulfill their stewardship, as 


unto Christ. In all the churches organized, but — instances 


have occurred, in which an ordained elder has proven himself 
unworthy of the trust imposed. While it is hardly to be hoped 


that the first, or the second generation, of these people can be made 


to rise to a true conception of religion and moral purity, or to that 
grasp of Christian doctrine and full manhood of Christian life 
which we are accustomed to expect; yet enough of the fruits of 


godliness do already appear, to cheer the hearts, and strengthen 
the hands of the most doubting of our laborers. 


8 cle the third. department of the work attempted, viz: the ed- 
ucation and preparation of native Ministers and Teachers, the 
Committeee are happy to report that singular encouragement has 


been afforded. The leaders of the freed people are, almost without 


exception, religiotis leaders, and maintain their influence chiefly by 


the religious feelings of the people. This peculiar state of things 


has its difficulties, as well as its advantages. It gives peculiar shape 
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to the work in this department. Candidates for the sacred minis- 
try are to be found in every community. Almost every man who 
is moved with a desire to obtain a liberal education, inspires his 
efforts with the determination to preach, or teach the religion of 
Jesus. The work is, not to turn the attention of young men to 
these offices, and lead them to listen to the call of God, but to select, 
out of themultitude of candidates, those whoare called indeed. Men 
by the hundred are to be found, who plant themselves upon their 
right to preach the Gospel, as secured by visions, and dreams, and 
audible voices, as distinct as the thunder of the skies, and as artic- 
ulate as the mongrel dialect they speak. 


Great wisdom, and sta, prayerful effort is necessary in order 
to gather out, and push forward those whom God will place as 
- watchmen on the walls of Zion. The Church must expect many 
mistakes, and sad failures. With all the determination of our 
brethren to whom this work is committed, and the regard of Pres- 
byteries for the Divine injunction to “lay hands suddenly on no 
man, it would be a wonder never before seen in the history of the 
Church, if unworthy, inefficient, and even wicked men N not 
be clothed with the ministerial functions. 

The work has not been carried far enough to enable the Commit- 
tee to say how efficiently the peculiar difficulties have been guarded 
against. But enough has transpired to show, that the hope for the 
establishment of the Church of God, in its purity and Presbyterial 
forms, is made to depend upon the question, as to whether the true 
standard of Ministerial qualifications can be secured ; in the face of 
all the demands of the times, the perishing condition of these mil- 
lions, and the peculiar forces at work to prevent it. |

‘Lincoun University,” near Oxford, Pa. The Committee have 
taken the liveliest interest in the endowment, and full equipment 
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of this institution, and attention is called to it, as to-day exercising 

a most potent influence upon the whole work of the Church among 

the Freedmen. This University has now an efficient faculty of eight 

members, with one hundred and fifteen students in attendance. 

Forty of these are Freedmen. The students are gathered from 

fifteen States, which fact evinces the wide-spread influence exerted 
by the institution. There are, at present, in the Theological de- 

partment, fifteen; in the Collegiate, eighty-two; Preparatory, 

eighteen. Of these students, forty-eight are candidates for the 

Ministry. Three-fourths of the whole are members of some evan- 
gelical church. Four Professorships are already endowed, and 

about $10,000 is needed, just now, to increase the accommodations. 

made necessary by the growing success of the University. A 

Presbyterian church has been organized by the Presbytery of New 

Castle, in connection with the college, composed entirely of stu- 

| dents. To this church, thirty additions have been made during the 

; as year, by profession of faith. Ten promising young men have gone 

into the great harvest within the last year, and thirty more have made 

application to the Committee to be sent to the Freedmen, to labor 

during the summer vacation in establishing and teaching schools. 

For this work they ask for no support, save that which they may 

be able to obtain from the people. The Church has much to hope 

for in the future work of this institution. There is to-day no more 

efficient agency for the establishment of the Church among the 

— freed peepee; or for un a proper Ministry for chem. 


2. THE nei ScHooL AT QUINDARO, IN Kansas.—This Insti- 
tution was established under the auspices of the Assembly’s West- 
ern Committee, and adopted by the Synod of Kansas. Under the 
superintendence of the indefatigable Dr. Blachly it had gone qui- 

etly forward, in the face of great discouragements. During the 
last year it had one hundred and fifty pupils on its roll, who have 
made encouraging advancement. This school has accumulated 
property, consisting of the seminary building; and three dwelling 
houses for teachers, valued at $6,200. On this there is a debt of 
$500. Efforts are being now made to obtain an efficient Principal, 
who shall be able to give instruction to a theological class. Also 
to secure land for farming and gardening purposes, that the stu- 
dents may be instructed in — and trained to habits of 
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3. BrppLe MEMORIAL Institute, located in 
the City of Charlotte, N. C., has enjoyed signal favor in the last 
year. Since the 16th of last September, when the session opened, 
forty-three students have been admittted; twenty of them candi- 
dates for the ministry, and twenty-three are seeking preparation 
for the work of teaching. Great care has been exercised in ad- 
mitting the students, and all of them have been commissioned as 
Catechists, being required to spend part of their time in labor 
among the people, in visitation, in Sabbath and Saturday schools, 
and in prayer meetings. The Institution has been incorporated 
under a Board of Trustees, under the laws of North Carolina, and 
now enjoys the labors of three ministers, as Professors, viz: Rev. 
S. C. Alexander, Rev. W. L. Miller, and Rev. A. C. Dennison. 
These brethren are also poring vigorously, i in planting and sup- 
plying churches. 

A beautiful site, of eight acres, has 5 secured for the Institute 
near the city, the generous gift of Col. W. R. Myers, a citizen of 
Charlotte, and the main building is now being placed upon it. 
Two houses for the Professors have been completed, free of debt. 
Eight thousand dollars are needed now, to complete the work be- 
gun, and to furnish these brethren with the facilities necessary to 
enable them to do the work well, to which they have been called. 
The freedmen have taken hold of this enterprise with great vigor, 
and are epreading its reputation far and wide; but their absolute 
poverty prevents them from doing much toward its material pros- 
perity. The student catechists have no means of support, save 
their scanty savings, and what the Committee have been enabled 
to give them. One hundred dollars a year, will enable one of these 
brethren to pursue his studies and do the work of a catechist, and 
efforts have been made, with-some success, to procure temporary 
scholarships from Sabbath. schools, and from benevolent individ- 
uals, to be used for this purpose. If the churches could be in- 
duced to take hold of this work, more than a hundred promising 
young men could be gathered to the Biddle Institute during the 
next session. Men who have been trying to preach the gospel to 
their benighted brethren, and, have discovered their own ignor- 
ance, beg the opportunity of here receiving instruction, from the 
Word of God and the Standards of the Church. Shall they beg 
in vain? Let. the Church rise to a conception of the proportions 
of the grand problem now placed before us: WHO SHALL TEACH 
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‘THE TEACHERS OF THE AFRICAN nscut N ot only here, but i in n the 
land of their fathers? Has not God indicated by a voice not to 
be mistaken, in the success that has followed the efforts made in 


these institutions, that the time has fully come when the Church |

Thus the Committee on Freedmen have endeavored to fulfill 
their perplexing trust, for another year, according to the orders 
of the Assembly. With an insufficient treasury, they have stood 
face to face with the thousands of God’s poor and afflicted chil- 
dren, who are 8 — ag the wandering bird that has 
been cast out of its nest.“ Face to face with the millions of half 
heathen inhabitants of the land, who are perishing for lack of the 
knowledge, and saving power of the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. With the prayer, send by whom thou wilt, they have 
sought to encourage every Protestant effort, and to cheer on every 


division of the great army of God's elect, in the work of elevating 


the millions of Freedmen, to the dignity and purity of Freemen in 
Christ Jesus. Whether we labor with the hope, and the prayer, 


that God will in due time lead them back to their benighted breth- 
ren, or with the faith that he will incorporate them with our peo- 


ple, make them partakers with our children, in the heritage of our 
fathers, that with us they may work out their part in the problem 
of time; it is with the conviction that the Church of God cannot 
afford to neglect these people. Fidelity in our lot; fidelity to our 
country, to our Church, and to our God, forbids that we should hes- 
itate, or falter until we have given these outcasts every gospel 
privilege and institution. While the strides of false religion, as 
shown by the efforts and success, by the declared intention, the 
rapid work, and generous appropriations, of the Church of Rome, 
warn Protestant, and patriotic Christians that there is no time to 
be lost, if they would save this strange power in the land, from the 
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pollutions of false religion, and from the hand unwashed Sion the 
blood of the martyred saints. .

of society and the uncertain settling of the foundations on which 
the righteous are to stand, throughout one half of our afflicted

The Standing Committee, to which was referred the Annual 


Report of the Assembly’s Committee on Freedmen, beg leave to 


present the following report: 
The Committee have examined the minutes of the Committee, 


f and also the minutes of the Executive Committee, and recommend 
their approval. 


The Report of the Committee has also been examined, and we 


find that the work has been prosecuted during the past year with 


great fidelity and zeal, and with increasing and most gratifying 
success. As the result of their work we have THREE ORGANIZED 


-PRESBYTERIES REPRESENTED ON THE FLOOR OF THIS ASSEMBLY, TO 


WHICH BELONG TWENTY MINISTERS, AND WHICH HAVE UNDER THEIR 
CARE FOUR LICENTIATES, AND MORE THAN FIFTY CHURCHES, CON- 
TAINING FOUR THOUSAND TWO HUNDRED AND EIGHT MEMBERS. 
In addition to these churches, we have churches connected with 
other Presbyteries, which have over four hundred members. The 
success of this work is indicated by the fact that the em 
of the Church has been doubled during the past year. 

They have built twenty-three houses of worship and seven 


manses or teachers’ houses. Over eight thousand dollars have been 


raised from the Freedmen themselves in support of this work. 


The Committee have had in their employ, since the last report, 


one hundred and sixty-five missionaries, who have performed 
eighty-one years and eight months’ service at an average salary of 


3250, one hundred and ten of these were of * — race. 
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The Committee have in successful en thirty-eight schools, 
with about three thousand pupils, and fifty-one Sabbath Schools. 

Your Committee are of opinion that this recital of facts, showing 
what has been already accomplished with the comparatively meager 
amount of means placed in the hands of the General Assembly’s 
Committee, entitle those who have conducted this work to the 
thanks of the Church, and the cause, to the sympathy and aid of 
all who love the extension and glory of the —— of Jesus 
Christ. 

Manifestly the Church i is called by Christ to a great work for 
the race which God has connected so intimately with all the 
interests, political, social and religious, of this land and nation. 
Her past success on this behalf should be gratefully accepted as 
the fruit of God’s blessing upon her work, and as an incentive to

each of which is accomplishing a most valuable work as an aux- 
iliary in the work of evangelizing the colored race, but which are 
not fully equipped for the work, and still need aid both for com- 
pleting their buildings and to support such worthy young men as 
flock to their halls, this Assembly would therefore declare that 
it regards these institutions as of primary importance in the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the work among the freedmen; and it 
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commends them and their septal agents to the confidence and 
liberality of ‘the churches and individuals, for such pecuniary aid 
aa is to equip them their good work. |
